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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to FAOM & Amendment 

Applicant elected in Paper No. 17, without traverse, Group in, claims 1, 17-19, and 21- 
34, "drawn to a conjugate of a valency platform and a biologically active compound, wherein the 
biologically active compound is a poly(amino acid)". Applicant's response, in Paper No. 17, 
amended the claims and added claims 35-95. However, the claims (i.e. see claim 1) are still 
drawn to a molecule comprising a PEO group and a conjugate (i.e. claim 17) of said molecule 
and any biologically active molecule. Thus, the claims have not been limited to the elected 
molecule (namely a PEO and polyamino acid), and the response is deemed unresponsive, and 
requiring a supplemental restriction requirement. 

Supplemental Election/Restriction 

The original restriction requirement is maintained (see Paper No. 11, 9/30/02), as well as 
Applicant's election in Paper No. 17, without traverse, of Group III, claims 1, 17-19, and 21-34, 
"drawn to a conjugate of a valency platform and a biologically active compound, wherein the 
biologically active compound is a poly (amino acid)". Additionally, and in view of the 
amendments and innumerable number of distinct compounds now claimed (see all claims), the 
invention is further restricted as described below, to which an election must be made. 

Requirement for Compound (or Sequence) Election 
The invention contains an innumerable number of compounds to which a separate 
structure and/or sequence search is required of each individual compound. Applicant is required 
to elect a specific compound, including all elements therein (i.e. a specific PEO-poly amino acid 
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conjugate or molecule thereof), to which the elected invention will be examined on the merits as 
drawn to. This requirement is not to be taken as an election of species, but rather as aim 
election of a single invention, since each compound is assumed to be a patentably distinct 
invention, absent evidence to the contrary. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Each compound is patentably distinct from each of the other compounds since each has a 
chemical structure that is identifiably different from the others. 

The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. They 
have acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject for inventive effect and require 
independent searches. The search for each of the above inventions is not co-extensive 
particularly with regard to the literature search. Further, a reference, which would anticipate the 
invention of one group, would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another group. 
Finally, the consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it would be an undue 
burden to examine all of the above inventions in one application. Restriction for examination 
purposes is therefore proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CRF 
1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
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application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17(i).
